Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Ass Masters Vol. 1 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick entitled Ass Masters Vol. 1, also known as Ass Masters and Ass Masters # 1, is not 
approved. 

The video slick contains a preponderance of close focus shots of female genitalia and photographs 
of ejaculation over the faces of women. These degrade and dehumanise the women 
photographed, and women in general, to a high degree and extent. The text which appears on the 
back cover also degrades the women whose behaviour in the video recording is described in 
derogatory and colloquial terms. The overall effect of the high number of genitalia-only shots and 
images of women being ejaculated upon is highly degrading and dehumanising to these women. In 
combination with these degrading and dehumanising elements, pictures depicting women 
displaying their genitalia in unnatural and unflattering poses also to create the view that the women 
are demeaning themselves. 

Due to the manner in which, and the extent and degree to which, women are degraded, 
dehumanised, and demeaned the video slick would be likely to be classified as objectionable if it 
were submitted under s13(1) of the FVPC Act. Therefore, Regulation 28(3)(a) of the Films, Videos, 
and Publications Classificatio 

n Regulations 1994 requires the Classification Office to not approve the slick. 

Consideration has been given to the provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. The 
criteria used by the Classification Office to limit the availability of this publication are prescribed by 
law and are intended to prevent the likely injury to the public good arising from the availability of 
the publication. The likely injury is that negative attitudes toward women, particularly in relation to 
sexual matters, will be supported and perhaps encouraged by this publication. For this reason, the 
Classification Office is of the view that this decision is demonstrably justified.
